I. Claims 1-8, drawn to a method of transforming a crop plant with a 
construct comprising two transgenes, wherein one transgene is 
deleterious to a weedy relative, in order to prevent survival of transgenic 
cross-pollinated weeds, classified in class 800, subclass 269, for example. 

II. Claims 9-16, drawn to a genetic construct comprising two transgenes, 
wherein one of the transgenes may confer male sterility, or may confer 
uniform or delayed ripening, and a crop plant containing the construct, 
classified in class 800, subclasses 303 or 290, for example. 

The inventions are independent or distinct, each from the other because: 
Inventions II and I are related as product and process of use. The inventions can 
be shown to be distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1 ) the process 
for using the product as claimed can be practiced with another materially different 
product or (2) the product as claimed can be used in a materially different process of 
using that product. See MPEP § 806.05(h). In the instant case the product comprising 
the male sterility gene can be used in a materially different process, such as the 
production of male-sterile cultivated crop plants for controlled pollination with male- 
fertile crop plants of the same species, in the production of hybrid cultivated crop 
species. Furthermore, the product comprising the uniform or delayed ripening gene can 
be used in a materially different process, such as the production of cultivated crop 
plants which are easier to harvest because of uniform ripening, or which accumulate 
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maximum mass of harvestable product when grown in climates with a longer growing 
season due to delayed ripening. 

Because these inventions are independent or distinct for the reasons given 
above and have acquired a separate status in the art because of their recognized 
divergent subject matter, classification and fields of search, restriction for examination 
purposes as indicated is proper.
